Tis true, there are few ob{cure Paffages in 
the New ‘Leftainenr, which gave occafion to the 
Novatian Schilmnancks to affirm,that Sins after Bap- 
tifm are Isremidibie. But as this Heretical Opint- 
on was grounded on the Milunderftanding of thctle 
obicure Pafiages, fo it receives an abundant confu- 
tation from St. Paui’s behaviour to the Profligare 
Corinthian, who had committed {o notoricus a Sin 
as thar of Inceft.

War was Nigh, even at the Door. Feremiah there- 
fore, in the place before us,at once fharply reproves 
thofe Deceiful Prophets, who Prophefied Lies in 
the Name of the God of Truth, and that wick. 
ed people too, who were fo willing to be Deceiy'd, 
fo ready to fay to the Seers, fee nots and tothe Proe 
phets, Proprefy not unto us right things ; Speak unto 
us [mocth cthings, Propbefy Deceits. And this accue 
rately agrees with the Hiftory of this Upright Man, — 
who endurd fuch terrible Perfecutions for {peaking 
Rough things, for warning the people of the De-

Garr!on was forc'd to fuppreis: They write trom Viens 
na April rech That Count Philip of Zinendorf, will ve- 
ry {peedily fet out tor the Hague as /’lenip tentiary of 
that Court, to take care of the Intereft of the Houte of 
Auftria in the Negoeiations of Peace : that the day he- 
tore Major General Palmes arrived there from England, 
and that after he has finifhed his Negociations at that 
Court, will fer out for Turin; and that an Exprefs is 
arrived trom Rome, with an Account, that the Pope 
with the Advice of his Cardinals, has acknowledged 
King Charles to be King of Spain, in the fame manner
